A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Imamura et al. 

Figures 1,2,4,6,13,14 show structure as claimed, including a stowable display 
assembly having a support arm 16 which positions the display screen to face away 
from the seatback when in use. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

Claims 2,3,5-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Imamura et al in view of Shichijo et al and Buono. 

To have modified the mounting arm of Imamura et al so as to pivot about a 
flexible joint at the display end as well as the back end, to provide greater 
movement and versatility thereof, would have been an obvious modification to one 
with ordinary skill in the art, in view of the disclosure of Shichijo et al. (figs. 2,5). 
Likewise, the patent to Shichijo et al (fig. 1) teaches the use of a housing on the 
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seatback for storing the display therein, and such a provision on the back of 
Imamura et al, would have been obvious to one with skill in the art, thereby moving 
the display to an out-of-the-way position. Regarding claim 2, to have utilized a 
telescoping arm for supporting the display would have been well within the level of 
skill in the art, in view of the suggestion of Buono (fig. 2) thereby allowing a greater 
range of movement. 

Regarding claims 8-17, the size and type of display screen utilized is 
considered a matter of design choice. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented 
in this Office action.
